closure, without a tree or shrub to take 
from it the air of utter desolation 


be sect what we cannot see. hears what 
we cannot hear,and is already acquaint­ 
ed with those mysteries of the luture, 
which tbe living desire and yet tremble 
to know. 


Neither does this interest in the deat! 
cease when they nre hidden from our 
eyes. 
It follows them lo the grave, and 
makes US regard us sacred the place 
where we have laid them. 
The burial- 
place is the retreat of the thonglitful ; 
the shoes of cure and passion are put oil 
by these who enter the lonely ground. 
It has a good effect upon the feeling» ; H 
makes the urifurtun.ite more reconciled 
to this world, and the gay more thought- 
tut of another. 
The cold ghastliness ol 
the sculptured maihle—-the grey i.'.one1 
Sinking, as if Weary of bearing it* uure 
garded legends of the ancient dead, the 
various inscription* showing, »oineiiim , 
what the dead were, but still olu-m-r 
what they ought to have beei*,milviu» 
the heart to sadue*»« though not to gloom. 
And what a lion in the path is tin- public 
feeling to all who would disturb the re­ 
pose ot tiie tomb ! It is easier to s»tie 
the inanition ot the living* than (he nar­ 
row house of tbe dead ; for the living 
cub protect themselves, and therefore 
are less regarded, while the whole mo 
rul force of a wide region is at once in 
arms to reseot an insult Offered lo the 
dead. 
This feeling may be eacessive-*» 
pel baps it is—but uo one can deny that 
it is energetic aud stroog.— We do not 
condemn nor defend it | but the thirsty 
vengeance with which it pursue* offen 
ders, shows how deep is the reverence 
of the living tor the dead. 


Oue reason why the home of the dead 
is thus sacred, is, that this is the pl;io 
where we lose them. Up to this place 
we follow them through (he changes ol 
life and death ; but at the gates of the 
tomb, they are taken and wh are left — 
We are forcibly driven back, aod the 
mind loses itself in earnest conjectures 
respecting tbeir destiny—w hat it m s; be, 
now it is thus widely separated from 
ears. 
T be most striking view we ever 
saw ol the great cataract of our courtry, 
represented simply the waters ab >ve, 
and the long liue where they lean to 
dash below ; the rest was left to the 
imagination, which made out lor itself a 
more profound impressson of the gran­ 
deur of ibe scene, than representation 
or description by aseasure could possiblj 
have giveo. 
Thus it ts with the surface 
of the ground where the dead are laid ; 
hitherto we come, but no lurtber j we 
see not how nor where they are gone ;
